"Bridges over Big Creek" represents my style of photography. Working with 
black and white material allows the photographer a great axmfbunt of control 
over the photographic process. This control is needed in this back-lighted 
image to avoid "lens flare" and to control the extreme contrast between the 
shadow and high-light areas. In the choice of subject matter and view point 
I try to show relationships- In this case the relationship between the small, 
old R.R. bridge (perhaps the oldest in Cuyahoga County)its construction & 
building materials and the larger bridge (Pearl Rd) which was in the process 
of being rebuilt (this construction wiped out the graceful curved lines of 
the bridge supports). Every picture tells a story- my images tell a surface 
story (one readily understood)and a secondary story ( one that involves the 
history of the stucture and the history of Cleveland).
